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“JOE BOYLE IN IN JUNEAU, 


How the Ehsiwhile Wo Woodstock, Ont., Man 
Became tlie Most Popular Man 
in the Far North, 


The glory of ‘Dawson City has de- 

parted, so far os romance goes, and 
the” man from DaWson is glud and 
proud to boast of the fact. Like 
the respectable citizen who has,been 
a gay blade in his youth, the man 
from Dawson will tell of the hot 
times of 98 and ‘99. But to-~lay he 
and his town are uninterestingly re- 
spectable. Age has brought wisdom 
to both, but age has not killed 
memory, says Day: by Day in The 
News, Toronto. 

Tn 1898.° there was a very grand 
cabin in’ Dawson, owned by a man 
who iw well-known in Ontario—Joe 
Boyle, once of Woodstock, after- 
wards of London, Melbourne, New 
York, and. various widely separated 
cities, Joe Boyle and his brother 
Charley, the horseman, have heen 
rolling stones, but each has gather 
ed inoss. 

Had Brains for Twe, 
| The story of the way Joe went to 
Dawson and the adventures he had 
'on the journey, would make the av- 
| erage novelist sorrowfully admit that 
| actualities put imagination out of 
| business, so to speak. In '96 Joc 
| Boyle was out on the Pacific Coast, 
| whither he had returned from Aus- 
tralia after having had in the Anti- 
podes ‘‘an unsuccessful ; romenade,”’ 
as our French friends would put it. 
With Boyle had come from Australia 
‘Frank Slavin, in his prime a second- 
rate heavyweight pugilist, who had 
never become a topnotcher owing to 
too much good nature and ao relue- 
tance to adhere to the rules of 
strict training. Slavin had been a 
placer miner in Australia before he 
entered the prize ring, and whea the 
rush to the gold fields of the Yukon 
began he and Boyle decided to: go 
thither. Neither of them had more 
then a few dollaFs, but Boyle had 
brains for two. He had ai good 
education, q taking manner, and a 
physique: that: would have helped 
him had he, like ‘his friend, gone in 
for bruising, ven as an amateur 
Boyle was a mighty handy man with 
his fists. 
A Case of Alaska. 

There they were, these two advent- 
urers, stulled in Seattle with hardly 
enough money to keep them for a 

week or 80, or to pay for a deck 
passage to Juneau, Alaska. The bus- 
iness man ofthe twain soon’ made 
up his mind, It/was a case of ‘‘Al- 
aska,’’ and the-tickets were bought. 
Five days later,“with perhaps ten 
dollars left, they and their scanty 
belongings atrived at Juncau, and 
the next. thing was to get moro 
cash. Boyle looked around, and 
thought he saw a chance of making 
a stake. He went to the proprietor 
of the only hali in the town - and 
hired it. He and his friend Slavin, 
the world-famed pugilist, would, he 
announced, give a red hot boxing ex- 
hibition in the hall, and no gentle- 
man who considered himself to. be 
an. up-to-date -« sport 
away. ‘Tickets five dollars. There 
was a printing office in the town, 
and by the afternoon of the fight a 
hundred or so had been sold. Slavin 
and Boyle saw their way to Dawson. 

Quick Change of Program. 

But things were not quite so rosy 
as they appeared. Theterritory of 
Alaska is governed direct from Wash- 
ington, and the officer in oa 
of the army post at Juneau was 
strict constructionist. He had fan 
instructed to allow no disorderliness 
in the town, and he considered a 
boxing match to be disorderly. The 
opening of the performance was due. 
The hour 
Commandant and a file of men. Ad- 
dressing the crowd, the representa- 
live of the Government announced 
that he was going to permit no 
fighting, 
The miners ‘‘booed,’’ but there was 
no moving that warrior. 

Boyle, however, walked out to the 
front of the stage and addressed the 
roomful of rough fellows. ‘‘Gentle- 
men,”’ he said, ‘‘you have all heard 
what the commandant says. I 
didn’t know that there was any reg- 
ulation against boxing in this camp, 
or I wouldn't haye sold you the tic- 
kets. It is clear that there can be 
no exhibition, but I see a piano in 
that corner, and if you will kindly 
excuse me a few minutes, Mr, Slavin 
will give an exhibition of bag- 
punching. After that, it will ke up 
to me and the piano. And I beg to 
state that, if any gentleman desires 
to have his money back, he can get 
it.” 

The Miners Sat Tight, 

The Boyle dived behind the 
skimpy scenery, and got out of the 
tights he had donned for the boxing 
show, and into his street clothes. 
The miners sat tight and watched 
Slavin smite the bag. In a few 
minutes, Boyle emerged from the im- 


promptu dressing room, rolled the 
piano to the footlights, and sat 
down. The surprised crowd found 


that they had met with them in the 
stalwart young fellow with the 
clean-cut visage, an entertainer that 
kept them laughing and applauding 
from the moment he touched the first 
key. Slavin was as surprised as any 
of the others. 
Boyle as a Monologue Artist, 

Boyle had never told him that he 
knew a note; yet here was Boyle, 
singing songs in a full, rich bari- 
tone, telling stcries that sent the 
Argonauts and sailors into fits and 
generally behaving like a sub-Arctic 
Grossmith, . Slavin smiled placidly ; 
lit his pdpe, and went down and 
joined the qudience. He knew that 
Dawson was a go. Along about ele- 
ven o'clock Boyle, who had been giv- 
ing a monologue for about an hour 
and a-half, announced that the show 
was over, but the audience would 
not have it that way by any means. 
They protested that they were ready 
to pay another five dollars each, but 
they wanted more songs, more stor- 
fes, more music. Boyle, beaming, 
assured them that he was honored 
by their appreciation, but that he 
and his partner would not accept 
another cent. Then he went on for 
twenty minutes or eo, and when the 
lights. went out, he was nes moat:
